He had many warm friends among 
railroad men, among the young ele- 
ment in general, and 
particularly 


among- the order of Elks. 
He ran 


over 1,000 ahead of his ticket, and 
while he was never in danger of elec- 
tion he can well feel proud of the 
splendid showing he made, coming 
into the field, as he did, as an entire 
stranger in politics.

>y all the pomp and brilliancy usual- 
y attendant upon such occasions, 


DL was held in the venerable Cathe- 


dral, the first edifice of ats kind erect- 
d upon American soil, and in which 
he first American piiesb and the first 
American 
bishop 
weie 
ordained. 


Among those who witnessed it were 
men and women proaninent in every 
walk of life, diplomat^ legislators, 
duofutors, journalists and ecclesiasts, 
;li9 latter including1 half a «coie of 
iich'bis'h.opr,, half a liundred bishops, 
niests, monks and semens rlans. 


The initial step in the ceremony 


,ook place m the palace of the car- 
dinal immediately piior to that held 
n the Oaftaiedral, and consisted of the 
transmission of the bei>3tta to Car- 
dinal Gibbons by Mfer. Marclietti, the 
papal delegate, 


Brief addresses were made by bath 


the paiticipan'ts in rthis affair. 


BKILLIAHT PKOCESSION. 


While this was in progress a pro- 


cession was formed in front of Cal- 
vert Hall, a block away, in which 
weie langed 111 the ortfer named the 
sem!marianc. priests, Franciscan and 
Augustinian monks, the mcs-mbers of 
the faculty in the (Mhohc university 
in Washington, Abbotts, bishops, and 
finally the archbishops, the puiple 
and gold of their i>ch vestments add- 
ing fbrilrlancy to the scene. 


At 10 o'clock they naoved through 


th-e Cathedral to Charles street, pass- 
ing the palace of the cardinal, where 
•they -were joined by his eminence, 
clad in full ecclesiastical paiapher- 
nalia, who took his place last in the 
line, 


Thence the pioces^iou moved to the 


main entrance of the Cathedral, 


The cardinal-elect, meanwhile, had 


entered the building through a rear 
door aiH advanced to meet the pro- 
cession at the altar rail, 


The cardinal and the cardinal-elect 


saluted each other profoundly and 
each sought the throne provided for 
him. 
That for Cardinal Gibbons oc- 


cupied the gospel sMe of the altar, 
while that for the cardinal-elect wae 
placed upon the Epistle aids.

HE TEIBD TO JUMP FROM CEN- 


TRAL BRIDGE. 


WAS SAVED BY AN ACCIDENT 


HAD £0£T HER MONEY AND BE- 


CAME DESPONDENT. 


The Cincinnati Commercial Tribune 


contains the appended account of the 
attempted suicide of Miss Emma 
Kaiser a Fort Wayne young woman, 
who tried to take her life by Jumping 
into the Ohio river from the Central 
bridge yesterday. 
The story is as 


follows 


Emma Kaiser tried twice* in two 


days to commit suicide, failing 
each time, and when turned loose 
yesterday by the police wouldn't 
promise not to make a third at- 
tempt. Emma is despondent, very 
much so, but won't tell why, al- 
though yesterday she claimed she 
'Wanted to die because she lost $4, 
The police do not accept that ex- 
cuse. 


Tihe young woman is 21 years 


old, 
daughter of a prominenjt citi- 


zen of Port Wayne, Ind,, who has 
several drug stores and is in the 
railroad business. Emma came to 
this city more than -a year ago 'and 
has been working1 as a domestic in 
various homes, Recently she has 
been out -of work 'and rooming1 at 
318 Bast Sixth street. Ye&terday 
morning she reported at police 
headquarters the loss of .her pocket- 
book, containing $4, but would not 
tell her name or address, so no rec- 
ord was made of the loss. 


TO JUMP INTO RIVER. 


After the woman left police head- 


Quarters she went to the Central 
bridge. 
The collector, 
Edward 


Berry, noticed her climbing the 
•railing1 just beyond the second pier, 
and called to Antoine Semniora, of 
Newport, who was crossing the 
"bridge, to hurry and -stop her. 
About the same time- Charles 33, 
Wittman, also of Newport, saw the 
woman, and, Jumping from 'a pass- 
ing car, rushed to that side of the 
bridge. 


The men would have been too 


late but for an accident. 
While 


climbing over the 
railing 
the 


woman got her skirt tangled in the 
ironwork. She was .trying rto un- 
fasten the skirt so that she could 
jump when the men reached her. 
A short struggle ensued, during 
which she demanded to be let alone, 
and then Emma was lifted -back to 
the walk and taken to the Cincin- 
nati end, where a -patrol wagon did 
the rest.

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RAVAGED BY FLAMES 


Awful Desolation Caused by the 


Jacksonville Conflagration 


•-Loss $15,000,000. 


MANY 
LIVES BELIEVED LOST 


Jacksonville, Fla., 
May 
4.—A 


devastated city, ruins everywhere, 
greeted, the smoke-enshrouded sun 
today. The fire which '"broke out at 
noon yesterday and was aided, in its 
work by a southwest gale, spent its 


' force by 9 o'clock last night. The 


damage is enormous. 


One 
hundred 
and 
forty-eight 


blocks were swept by the flames and 
as far as known seven persons lost 
their lives. 


A report was in 
circulation this 


morning- that a party of t\venty per- 
sons driven to the docks along- the 
St. Johns river were forced into the 
water, all attempts at 
rescue by 


boats being 
futile. 
The river is 


being1 searched. 


All the local companies of the state 


militia have been on duty since mid- 
night and OIL order of Governor Jen- 
nings, the military companies from 
four other cities are 
speeding to 


Jacksonville by special trains. Mirny 
extra police have been sworn in. and 
every able-bodied man, not doing 
duty dn some capacity in the fire- 
swept district, lias been pressed into 
service. 


IN FEAR OF JTEGROES. 


The negroes are huddled in groups 


in different .parts of the city and tiie 
fear of an attempt at lawlessness by 
them, althoug-h not openly expressed 
•by the whites, is the reason for the 
large military force ordered here. 


The fire companies; from Savannah, 


Ternandina, •Qcala and other cities 
worked the entire night on the fire,, 
9nit a -soaking rain will 'be necessary | 
to effectually quench the flames The

losses 'by the fire will not be known 
for a\week.

'OLD TOW2T DESTROYED. 


Practically all ^old Jacksonville was 


destroyed, nothing [having .been, left 
but a few suburbs and Riverside, the 
most fashionable part of the city. 
It is believed the fire is the largest 
on. record in. proportion to the size 
of the city. 


A feature of the conflagration was 


the loss by many families of libra- 
ries, pianos and household 
goods 


after they had 'been moved to a sup- 
posed place of safety,, 


The street car service has been at' 


a complete standstill since yesterday 
afternoon. 'All last night the city 
was in darkness. The electric light 
circuits were interrupted and the gas 
plant destroyed. 


TEW THOUSAND HOMELESS. 
'A conservative estimate places the 


number of homeless people at 10,000. 
Most of these spent the night in the 
parks, 'pii the docks and on barges, 
•while some slept bedside the few be- 
longings they ha.ve managed to save 
from the general; wreck. 


The board of trade and other co 


nlercial bodies held 
meetings at 


10:30 this morning to take action 
looking to the alleviation of the suf- 
fering. It is expected an appeal to 
the people of the United States call- 
ing for aid will be issued during the 
day.

NEW LAW OPENS THE DOORS 


ACTION TAKEN ON THE CASE 


OF FAMOUS OUTLAWS. 


ROBBED 
NORTHFIELD 
BANK 


HAVE BEEN QUARTER OF CEN- 


TURY IN PRISON. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 7.—At n regu- 


lar meeting1 of the (board of managers 
of the state prison today at Still- 
water, unanimous action WAS taken 
in favor of parolling- Cole and James 
Younger, now serving' life sentences. 


Before -the parole can be effective 


all three members of the state pardon 
board must approve it, and the action 
will be submitted to that body as 
soon as possible. 
This is in accord- 


ance with the new law, which allows 
the parole of life prisoners after about 
twenty-four years' imprisonment, be- 
ing thirty-five years less 'time gained 
by good behavior. 


Paroles usually are granted by the 


prison managers alone, but in 'the 
case of life prisoners unanimous ac- 
tion by tlie 'board of pardons is also 
necessary, and such paroled life pris- 
tners cannot leave the state. 


The /pardon board does not meet 


regularly until July, bu't a special 
meeting may be called if the mem- 
bers of the board consider one neces- 
sary.

have been in Still-water since 1876 
for the Northfleld, Minn., bank i-ob- 
bery and tlie murder committed dur- 
ing that raid, in which, they partici- 
pated with the James gang-.

cience have argued affirmatively, 
\nd men of learning and science .have 
irgued negatively on the question for 
generations. 
Some have gone so far 


is <to affirm that the son of a drinking 
"ather is surely bound to become a 
drunkard, his environment not for- 
bidding. This is to do away with the 
irinclple of individual responsibility 
is to morals. 


Others have contended that hered- 
ty has little to do in the case and 
;raining and environment nearly 
everything. 
This is to assert the 


irinciple of individual responsibility 
n morals. 
And whatever may be 


the majority opinion of scientific in- 
vestigators of the subject every ob- 
serving, thoughtful person must hold 
that to adopt universally the con- 
trary view—to acquiesce in the opin- 
ion that heredity imposes diseases 
and weaknesses, physical and moral, 
that there will rarely be a disposi- 
tion and rarer still an ability to es- 
cape from—would be to condemn the 
race at once to misery and perdition. 
Once establish in the mind of a 
young man. or woman that because 
his or her parents, one or both, Had 
tuberculosis, tuberculosis will inevit- 
ably be repeated in them, in spite of 
an improved dietary, or change of 
employment or of dlimate, cases of 
consumption will rapidly increase 
and multiply. 
And once establish it 


as an. undisputed fact that inebriety 
is hereditary, and tha't there is small 
reason to hope to escape a visitation 


this sin of the fathers, there' will 


be a general succumbing to. the vice 
of intemperance. 


No doubt there is much in hered- 


ity, but common observation teaches 
us all that there is far less in it than 
many writers would have.us believe. 
Herbert Spencer states the only fact 
in heredity that is to be accepted 
without debate "when he says: "That

takes the form of the class, order,

sprung is a fact which by force of 
repetition has acquired in our minds 
^luiost the aspect o£ necessity. 
It is 


|.n this, however, that heredity is 
principally displayed, the phenomena 
commonly referred to being quite, 
subordinate manifestations." 


MORALS NOT INHERITED. 


The stature and stoop and gestures 


may be, and often are, characteristics 
of parents, when no single trait 01 
mental or moral character is inherit- 
ed. 
Mr. Buckle, in his introduction 


to the .history of civilization,, which 
he did not live to write, proves that 
the animal nature of man is constant- 
ly improving, but that his moral na- 
ture does not improve. !As to morals 
every person takes a new start al 
birth and at the dawn of conscious- 
ness. 
Each person has to learn £01 


himself what is good and what bad 
in bis individual case. 
Hence it is 


that no son will accept of his father's 
experience .of the world, but insists 
upon experiencing things ranged un 
der the head of morals for himself 
He will not abstain from in'tojticnnts 
because his father has abstained, no 
will he take to drink because hi 
father did. 
Ho will abstain from th 


one or do the other for quite a differ 
ent reason. Here heredity will hav< 
almost no influence. 
The explorhij 


young man will not find in his fath 
er's bibulous habits a ready excus 
for. going off on a drunk, nor will h' 
find, in the example of his father', 
abstinence his own resolve to abstain 
securely fortified. 
It is still th 


privilege and duty cf all men to "trj 
all things and liold fast to that whic' 
is good." 
Those who would 'depriv 


man of this privilege—whether the} 
are scientists or not—by setting u 
the doctrine of heredity in matters o 
mere inclination or personal habit 
do in so far as they are believed a: 
immense amount of damage. 


Report has recently come from Lon 


don that after exhaustive investiga 
tions" extending over a period of tw 
years a committee of British medica 
men have reached the conclusion tha 
drunkenness is 'hereditary unde 
three essential conditions. The firs 
condition named is "inborn capncit 
of enjoying sensations induced b 
alcohol; the second is the acquire 
taste for drink produced by persona 
experience of those sensations; th 
third is the increased delight in drin 
which continued indulgence confers. 
As neither in sacred nor profane his- 
tory is'there men^-ncd a tLme whe 
humnns were witbo'it the "inborn en 
pacity of enjoying sensations induced 


y alcohol," and as it is probably 
rue that the capacity is no greater 
ow than it ever was, it were hard to 
ee the present force of the observa- 
ion. 


CAUSE OF DEFORMITIES. 


The said doctors find that the char- 
cters of drinking- parents are not 
l\v:iys inherited by their children, 
ut they 'believe that "alcohol dam- 
gcs the parental tissues and thus 
auses the birth of ill-flourished and 
egenerate offspring." If hereditary 
ie an unfailing lav/ in this regard, 
hen one might think that in the 
hous.iuds of years shies Father Uoah 
got beastly drunk the parental tis- 
ues would have become so damaged 
is to make it impossible to make of 
hem any sort of a body for the soul 
o inhabit. 
If the- moral qualities 


•ere capable of receiving either detri- 
ment or improvement in the parents 
o go hereditarily to the children the 
world would now be full of children 
possessed of angelic virtues or of 
rices a million times greater than 
ny that now exist. 
This reflection appears to have oc- 
urred to these doctors, for they pro- 
Bed to say: "The continued use of 
alcohol renders the race less prone to 


:cessive indulgence in it, because of 
he elimination of those with a strong 
endency to drunkenness and the sur- 
•ival of those with a weak tendency 
n that direction." 
If there is truth 


n this, it would seem to strengthen 
,he contention of those who advocate 
he moderate use of alcoholic drinks. 
But the advocates of teeUtalism will 
not have it so. Lady Henry Somer- 
set is by this report confirmed in her 
belief that "drunkenness can only be 
wiped out by total abstinence for at 
'east three generations of the entire 
iiimaii race." 
There have been many strong dis- 
jutants in this country on both sides 


the question of the certainty of 


leredity. 
Some striking instances 


of the apparently irresistible power 
of heredity dn the matter of drink arre 
every now and then given. 
Dr. O. 


W. Pope, of Washington, 1ms given 
out two such instances in a conimuni- 
cation, to the Arena magazine. 
Hi 


knew a man who was a steady drink- 
er from youth, as had been his father 
before him, drinking several 'thrice 
iaily and frequently indulging in 
heavy drinking bouts. 
He was of a 


highly aristocratic and wealthy fam- 
;iy of southern planters; he was very 
hospitable and kept open house, 
liquors being always on the 'side- 
board1. 
He .married a young woman 


of noble character and family of tem- 
perate habits, 
never indulging in 


drink. 
His 
habit 
of drinking, 


though not to excess, was confiimed 
several years before .his marriage. 
The fruit of th'a't union was two soris: 
who resembled the father in. physical 
appearance and character traits, and 
a daughter, who resembled her moth' 


The latter married happily and 


became the mother of healthy and 
good children. 
The sons manifested 


a taste for drink in early youth and 
the eldest, with the habit confhim-ed 
married a young1 woman of temperate 
habits and ancestry.

this sort may happen the minister of 
industry proposes to tax labor 
to 


create a fund for its maintenance in 
old age. The minister is a socialist. 
That statement is hardly necessary. 


Labor is not naturally anarchistic 


in its tendencies. The working man 
is not ordinarily devoting Iris leisure, 
in busy times, to thoughts of riot 
or revolution. Year by year the total 
productiveness of the world is in- 
creased by labor-saving devices. 
If 


laboring people are not satisfied, as 
they were in former times, there must 
be something wrong, hut there is no 
reason for the presumption that it is 
a lack of old-age pensions. It is be- 
cause the fruit of their toil is dissi- 
pated. 
The well-paid 
laborer can 


provide against his old age without 
the intercession of the government. 


•How are the fruits of toil dissi- 


pated? That is ail easy question to 
answer in Francej in Germany, 
in 


Russia or in Great Britain. 
Trance 


has an actual army of 500,000 men, 
with half as many more in reserve. 
It costs the labor of France all that 
should be its profit to sustain that 
establishment. 
It is so in the other 


countries of Europe. In England the 
pinch must become tighter as the 
burden of the South African

must be carried. It is not so in the 
United States. Labor is comfortable.

•whether they are kept At a loss--or) 
pi-niit. A dairyman gives Ms record-- 
liiH'piny melhocU in the Country Gen- 
i It-man, which we quote, referring to 


j his Jersey herd of 157 cows. He says 


the plan is to bring the herd up to 300 
pounds uf butter per yeur for each 
i-rnv. and weeding out all that do not 
rpju-Ti this standard. He says: "My 
plan i;< lo test 
f he vows the last week 


of the iirst- month in the quarter. I 
added two u-sts togrethei* and divided 
it by nvG TO get the average for the 
fjuariiT; this gives the butter fat, 
which is entered in a column for that 
purpose. Then in tlie last column [ 
add 2d per cent, to The butter fat to 
g-et the pounds of butter each cow 
produces in the quarter; this jfives HIS 
ihe pounds of milk, butler fat and 
b u f f e r fur the quarter according- to 
the calculation made. 


"I have a herd ledger, with two 


pa«-ps for each cow. The left hand 
pajft* slunvi, name of cow. herd num- 
ber (if reg-jstered, reglsTer number), 
tin- date of birth of cow, dam aud Hire, 
date of dropping ealf. If the calf is to 
he raised, its herd number, name, sex 
and the sire, if registered, m-p added: 
if sold, to wtioin sold and when; if 
vealed. so reeord it. On the rig-ht hand 
page is recorded the average test, 
milk yield, butter fat and butter for 
eiich quarter. Adding- the four-quar- 
ters tog-ether gives the production for 
Ihe year. .From 1hat we estimate the 
value of the cow. whether she is profit- 
able to keep in the dairy. Of course 
a heifer with her first calf has much 
for consideration—Her-size, age when 
she drops her calf, and the general 
points for 
a good cow—to decide 


whether to give her another year's 
u-hil or not. 


"1 have, anotherbooK in wbichlkeep 


all the dates of service, with names of 
sire and when due to-drop the calf. 
This I report to the man in charge of 
the barn two or three montTis in ad- 
vance, so that he can be on the look- 
out and properly proyicle forthe?ow 
in a boxslall."

I do not think 
it 11 difficult, matter to convince a man 
of ordinary intelligence, that, it i* 
neither very much trouble nor an. ex- 
pensive job.

To get a good arer.ige test- from & 


dairy or from a single cow, a sample 
should, be. taken from each milkingfor 
five to seven days. It is necessary to 
take only a small amount of milk from 
ejicli mess, and care should betaken 
to have the milk thoroughly mixed be» 
fore taking the sample. This sample 
should be kept sweet, either by na» 
of ice or a little preservative of fioma 
kind. The trouble of taking this sam- 
ple would probably occupy about ons 
minute of your valuable time morn- 
ing and evening. Of course, the work 
of testing- takes s little more time, 
but Tor the average farmer it, is not 
necessary to take samples and teifc 
very often. Tn-lee or three times a 
year will give a fair basis to work on. 
OF course- n monthly test would bt 
more accurate and reliable. 


To get at. the matter correctly, the 


milk from each eow should be weighed 
and 
tlifi amount marked on a large 


slate. This can be handily and quick- 
ly done by having (he scales placed 
in some convenient spot in the barn or 
stable. 
ICaeh cow's permanent record 


for the year may be kept, in a book. 
Some, men might say Mint this is too 
mueli work and talccs up too much 
l-ime., but in (he dairies belonging to 
Ihese men will be found cows that, are 
enling up nil they make, and nearly 
all 1 he-profit.* of the rest of the herd 
also. Testing outfits thai will answer 
every purpose, can be purchased for 
$3. but should you nut want to invest 
in a tester, weigh the milk carefully 
and at ihe end of two months take a 
.s::mp!p and have, a test made.—V. M. 
Couirh, in Ohio Farmer.

Acting in accordance 
with its annual custom, committees 
of Bricklayers' union No. 3 and the 
Mason Builders' association met in 
Marco to arrange n code of working 
rules and hours for 1901. The repre- 
sentatives of the 'union asked that 
wages be advancecd to fifty cents per 
hour. The employers contended that 
business conditions would not war- 
rant them in paying more than forty- 
five cents. 
This disagreement has 


now been adjusted by the decision of 
Mr. Adams.

LOUIS V. EYTINGE RETURNS 


WITH LIMA OFFICER. 


The Young1 Man. Vho Posed as Jos i ah 


Fly lit Has a Long Bad 


Record in Ohio. 


The 
young 
man, 
Gaston 
L. 


Devereux, alias Josiah C. Flynt, alias 
Louis V. Eytinge, alias J. C. Addick, 
alias Rex Davenport, alias a lot of 
other names, arrested by Deputy 
Sheriff Ryan yesterday afternoon, 
was taken to Lima, Ohio, by Deputy 
Sheriff Sonrmers, of that place, last 
evening. The prisoner, who claimed 
that he had lost his memory and 
could not remember what his real 
name is or what he had ever done 
contrary to law, finally admitted that 
his name is Louis V. Eytinge and 
says that he is of good family and 
that his home is at Dayton, Ohio. He 
gave out a written statement that he 
served seventeen mouths in the Ohk 
reformatory for forging twenty-two 
checks; that he was arrested in In- 
dianapolis in February for f Tg'ery, 
but was not indicted, and that he had 
been grafting ever since. 
He is 


wanted at Van Wert for forgery and 
at Lima for an attempted jail de- 
livery. He is a remarkably intelli- 
gent fellow, well educated and an ar- 
dent student of cheap literature. He 
said before being taken away tha- 
he had great talent for crooked work 
and that he expected to be a criminal 
all his life. 
He was arrested by 


Deputy Ryan and the ari;.ot was an 
exceedingly clever piece of work. 
Speaking of him, the Lima Republi- 
can of yesterday says: 


'It was evident from the fact that 


Eytinge, who had gone .from here to 
Delphos, and thence to Van Wert, 
would evidently land in Fort Wayne, 
and the authorities there were noti- 
fied to be on the lookout for him. 
The supposition was based on good 
foundation, as the word came today 
that the young man who had entered 
upon a 'bunco game In Lima had been 
captured, and "the Indiana authori- 
ties awaited instructions. 


"Deputy Sheriff Sommers lost no 


time in going after him and at 2 
o'clock this afternoon he took the 
train for Fort Wayme. 
If Eytinge 


means to be stubborn it will take 
requisition papers to get him to Lima, 
but he will find the authorities, here 
determined, and they will go through 
all.'the red tape necessary in order to 
bring him back. He played a game 
while here which left the authorities 
powerless, but now that they have 
their ihold on him, the young man 
who has so many names that he 
couldn't remember, stands a most ex- 


cellent chance of going: to the peu 
with the Dayton highwayman whom 
he tried to liberate."

the constitution nor the law defini 
what shall constitute the inabilit; 
Of course the death of the presiden 
is out of the present question. 


What does, in sense -and reason 


constitute 
presidential 
inability 


This is a legaT-qnestion which cir 
cumstance 1ms never required to b 
determined—or which was passe 
over in the case of President Garflel 
when absent from Washington an' 
slowly dying of mortal injury ill 
flicted by the assassin. 
.There is evidence in contemporane 


ous newspapers and other -writings in 
the early years of the govermuen 
that the president's temporary ab 
sence from the capital for a numbe; 
of days in a distant part of the conn 
try was though to constitute the to 
ability that is contemplated in th! 
constitution. 
At that time, which 


•was before the day of the railroad or 
the telegraph, i* the president .wen 
to, say, Massachusetts, lie was more 
beyond reach from tlie capital than 
he would now 'be in almost any part 
of the civilized world. 
Accordingly 


it came to be considered that he 
should remain, in "Washington 'during 
the entire time of 'his presidential 
term. 
But the early presidents did 


not remain in Washington during 
the entire time of their official terms. 
GBANT'S ABSEJTOE CBITICISED. 


^President Grant .passed a good deal 


of time away from the carpital, spend- 
ing his summers at the seashore. 
Numerous citizens found fault with 
liim on this account and accused him 
of deliberately inviting the verdict 
of disability and »f defying the pop- 
ular prejudice iu this regard. 
But 


it was not difficult for Ms friends to 
Show that more than one of his pre- 
decessors had passed as much time 
away from the capital. 


To be sure, he did not go 3,000 


miles from 'Washington, as M*. 'Mc- 
Kinley soon will -do, and he could re- 
turn- at a minute's call any day or 
send and receive messengers twice or 
three times a day. 
Mr. MoKinley is 


to be accompanied toy his entire cab- 
inet on his {[istt to the Pacific. TOliere, 
then, will be the government? 
Gen- 


eral Pope said his headquarters -were 
in the sa'ddle. Will the government 
during the extended trip that has 
been laid out be in the sumptuous car 
that has been put at tlie disposal of 
the executive? 


But it is not the purpose to extend 


this presidential touring beyond the 
limits of the country—the president 
will not go to the Phillipines. If he 
has any doubt as to his right to visit 
any and every .part of the United 
States domain he will probably not 
go to the Philippines or Porto Bico 
until after the supreme court has 
passed on the question of territorial 
status that is now before that august 
•body. 


MOVEMENTS NOT I/EMMED. 
But there is no constitutional or 


legal objection to his going wherever 
lie pleases in this country, or out of 
the country, if he desire. 
And he 


would find a ready precedent in the 
case of President 
Cleveland, who, 


while on one of his excursions, went 
as far as the Bermudas. At the same 
time Vice President Stevenson was 
touring in California, and on the very 
'day the president was landed on the 
island of Bermudas the vice president 
was in a vessel forty miles off the 
coast at Santa Barbara, Cal. 
Tor one 


day there was .neither president nor 
vice president in this country! 


The president is conimander-in- 


chief of tlie armies and all military 
forces of the country, and there is 
nothing but precedent custom to pre- 
vent his leading, in case of a foreign 
war, these; •military forces against 
the enemy./ But in his absence the 
vice president would be in charge of 
executive'affairs at the capital. 


GOVERNOR WENT TO FKONT. 
it will 'be remembered that Gover- 


nor Sprague led the Bh'ode Island 
forces in person, 'both as governor 
and constitutional 
commander-in- 


cliief of those forces, to the front 
against the confederates. It would, 
in the light of the constitution and 
laws, be such a case precisely should 
the president lead the armies out of 
the country against a foreign foe. 
" Of course, and ordinarily, the pres- 
ident is to be relied 
upon to take 


sufficient care that he does not, .ir. 
tourings, create in and for 'himself a 
presidential inability. Should he evor 
do so, the vice president or congress, 
or both together, would he £ui-e ti 
take prompt notice of the fact. Bu 
the president may go anywhere lie 
likes, providing he does not go too 
far, nor stay too long, "ithou 
ing "by your leave" to congress, Foi 
example, he would have the right to 
go to Mexico without valid objec- 
tion from anybody. 
But President 


Bdaz had, "before he came to the TJ'nl- 
ted States a tew years ago, to gc 
the formal permission of the Mexican 
congress. 


i (Therefore, President McKinlcy Is 


quite within his rights, both as citi- 
zen and executive, when he travels 
up and down the country. It is all 
a matter of convenience and taste, 
or, as he doubtless regards it, of pol- 
icy. 


OPINIONS OF JURISTS. 


A very grave discussion of this 


whole matter was held in 1881, while 
President Garfield lay 
sick at El- 


bsron. 
Lyman Tru?nbull, Judge T. 


M. Cooley, Benjamin F. Butler ana 
Theodore W. Dwight all took part In 
the discussion.

ion of the constitution: 


"In case of the removal of the 


president from office, or his death, 
resignation or inability to discharge 
the powers and duties of the said 
office, the same shall devolve on the 
•ice president."

General Funston's achievement in 


capturing Aguinaldo recalls earlier 
attempts made by officers of other 
armies to make prisoners of the lead- 
ers of hostile forces. 
The first at- 


tempt at seizing a general WAS never 
carried out; it involved too many per- 
sons, and the plotters engaged in it 
worked from the inside, not from 
without, as Funston did, and their 
plans were overheard. This was the 
attempt in June, 1777, to seise Wash- 
ington, in New York; the plan was 
changed later to an attempt to poison 
him. The plans of the conspirators 
were overheard by a woman, who dis- 
closed them to the American authori- 
ties, and as a result the men impli- 
cated were captured and punished, 
ono of them, Private Thomas Hickey, 
of Washington's bodyguard, being 
hanged. 


After Arnold's treason and his fight 


to the British the Americans made an 
attempt to seize him. This undertak- 
ing was like General Funston's ex- 
ploit. Sergeant Champe, of 'Lee's 
legion, was the principal actor in the 
scheme. His plan was known only 
fco the chief in command; so when he 
deserted to the British his late com- 
rades fired upon him and he reached 
the enemy's lines under a fire of bul- 
lets, narrowly escaping with his life. 
This was an excellent introduction to 
the British, and Champe was received 
with open arms; But he was unsuc- 
cessful; Arnold moved his headquar- 
ters on the day on which Champe 
had arranged to capture him, and 
Champe had finally to desert from 


waa empty.

It dates back to the time of Richard 
Coeur de JJion, when money coined 
in the cast part of Germany canie In 
special request in this country on 
account of its purity, and was called 
Easterling money, because in those 
days all the inhabitants of those 
parts were called Easterlies.

mans v/ere brought to London, ana 
the pieces they minted soon "became 
known as sterling, from the word 
Easterlinjr.—London Express.

The 
door of his house was /burst in by a 
negro, who used his head as a 'batter- 
ing ram; Prescott wps asleep and 
awoke to find himself a- prisoner. 
He was not allowed to dress, but in 
his cloak, with a captor carrying his 
clothes, was forced to the boat and 
taken within the American lines and 
then to Washington's headquarters 
in. New Jersey. 
He was exchanged 


later. 


The successful capture of General 


Stoughton by Mosby and his rangers 
in March, 1863, was the result of a 
carefully made plan. 
Mosby, with 


twenty-nine men, entered Fairfax 
Courthv^se, passing themselves off as 
belonging to the Fifth New York 
cavalry, and wh'ile some of the band 
attempted to capture Colonel Wynd- 
laaia, the leader went to the house 
where tlie general was sound asleep. 
At the name of Mosby General 
Stoughton sat up in bed, wide awake 
in an instant. "Have you got him?" 
ie asked. 
"He's got you," replied 


Slosby. The prisoner was taken to 
Gen. 
Fitzhugh Lee's headquarters, 


from the very midst of a camp in 
which lay several thousand troops. 
The attempt to capture Sitting Bull 
was not made 'by strategy or trick; 
our Indian scouts went openly to the 
old chief's tent and when they tried to 
arrest the famous Sioux were met 
with bullets; they returned the fire 
and killed him, losing some of their 
own number. 
Funston's capture of 


Aguinaldo was marked by a well- 
devised plan, involving more danger 
than that of any other plot except 
Sergeant 
Champe's and requiring 


longer time and more careful work, 
with the same exception.

WHY THE BOILER BUSTS. 


When you hear the kitchen boiler 


cracking there is no cause for alarm. 
There is a prevailing 
impression 


that the cracking 
is produced by 


steam and that there is, therefore, an 
increased pi'essure on the boiler at 
such, times. 
But this is an error. 


If the boiler is in good condition, 
with the water turned on as usual, 
so that the boiler is kept filled, the 
only pressure that it is subjected to 
is the same as that in the water 
pipes, from which, of course, there 
never is the slightest danger. 
And 


this is true, no matter how hot the 
water in the boilei\ may be. 


The reason is very simple. 
As 


long as tlie boiler is kept full of 
water there is no room for steam. If 
you open tlie hot water cock the 
water pours out and steam rises from 
i t because it then has a chance to es- 
cape into tlie air. 
In other words, 


rapid evaporation takes place. 
Bu't 


as the Iiot water pours out water 
from tlie pipes rushes in to take its 
place, and thus the boiler is kept full. 


When a kitchen boiler explodes it 


is generally because a fire has been 
kindled in the range while the .boiler

RELATIONS TO THE PLANETS. 
Certain gems brought good or evil 


through the alleged planetary in- 
fluences of certain days. All yellow 
gems were appropriate for Sunday, 
being indicative of the sun. Mon- 
day, the moon day, all white stones, 
except the diamond, were to be worn. 
Tuesday, the day of Mars, claimed 
garnets, rubies and other red stones. 
Wednesday demanded blue stones. 
Thor's-day, or Thursday, required 
amethysts and other stones of a 
sanguine tint. 
Friday, the day of 


Venus, had for its gem the emerald. 
Saturn's day, or Saturday, claimed 
the diamond. 


A particular stone was potent for 


good during- a particular month, and 


symbolical of the divine male sacri- 
fices. 


Stones of all sorts were engravea 


with the figure of a cockatrice, tbat 
is a fabulous monster, a cross be- 
tween a cock and ft cockroach in np- 
pearance.

according to the Hindoo idea, 


a sapphire was used. 
The Hindoo 


also believed he averted the evil ef- 
fects of adverse astral influences by 
wearing certain stones. If the sun 
was averse the cat's eye was worn. 
If the moon, the sapphire, and so 
forth. 


GEMS AND THEIR COLORS. 


The mystic ascribed a certain sig- 


nificance both to the gem and to its 
various colors. For example, white 
was the emblem of light, purity, 
faith, innocence, joy and life. When 
worn by women it was emblematic of 
chastity; by the rnler or monarch, 
of humanity and integrity. 'Red sig- 
nified pure love and wisdom. In an- 
other sense passion, love of evil and 
hatred. 
Blue 
was 
indicative 
of 


truth,-constancy, and fidelity. Yel- 
low, 
in one uense, was symbolical of 


marriage and faithfulness; 
in an- 


other sense, of inconstancy, jealousy, 
and deceit. 
Green was ihe color ol 


hope, especially that of immortality. 
Amethystine signified 
love, trutu, 


passion, suffering, and hopefulness, 
and among the 
Rosicmclans wan 


servatives against contagious 
eases. The larger the 
stone 


greater its efficacy. 
Gems were also 


supposed to indicate the 
state of 


health of the donor or wearer. 
If 


the stone became dull, opaque or 
colorless it was thought to be sig- 
nificant of danger and death. In a 
similar manner they lost or changed 
color in contact with poisons. 


Dreaming of gems was thought to 


be indicative of good, while seeing 
or handling them on the eve of a 
journey or at certain, phases of th« 
moon was auspicious. 


An onyx ring, supposed to be the 


espousal ring of Joseph and -Mary, 
exhibited in the Duomo of PArttgia, 
was thought to be efficacious in the 
cure of every disorder. 
Amber Is 


still used RS a preventative and cure 
for sore throat, goitre, croup, and 
diseases of the throat generally. Tiia 
opal is thought by miiny to bring 
11 luck to the wearer. The coral ia 
still believed to .be a charm, against 
diseases of childhood and IB exten- 
sively used in Italy as a protection 
against the "evil eye." 


Tearls are dreaded by some and 


;avored "by others. No French bride 
will wear them on her wedding day, 
ince they would -bring tears to -Her • 
married life. In the east the bellev- 
ra are dogmatic in their faith, ana 
t is heresy to assert that the use'of 
gems 'has no practical influence over 
he foody or mind. 
The agate is emblematic of health 
nd wealth. It was and is regarded

Mrs. G. F. Felts, of Fort Wayne, 


the retiring president, spoke at the 
previous session on "The Social nnd 
Economic Functions of Club Life." 
and the address was heard with much 
pleasure, 
in part Mrs. Felts said: 


"Not so many years ago there was 


an awakening1 of a new interest in 
one phase of community life. 
The 


old and time worn problems of the 
home, -of education, and of art -were 
studied by groups of intellectually 
hungry individuals with a renewed 
zeal, and •with an enthusiasm worthy 
of the nineteenth century and an 
Anglo-Saxon people. 
Every small 


village and hamlet were awake to 
this awakening. 
Tha cities and 


towns were perhaps most affected. 
The critics and wise acres made sport 
of this new phase of social life— 
described it as a woman's movement, 
a fad .which would live the life of 
ordinary fads and then die out. That 
the club movement has a more per- 
manent foundation than this is 
shown 'by the mindful growth in 
women's clubs, and men's clubs iu the 
lost decade. 
A self-reliant spirit 


lias been generated in timid people, 
and all have gained in knowledge of 
science and art. 
The social spirit 


iias been cultivated in a more or less 
literarry atmosphere, and a comnmn- 
.ty «f interest has been, caused by the 
club organizations." 


Mrs. Felts considered the most fun- 


damental and lasting- -phases were 
the study club, the department club, 
and the social spirit. 
She advocates 


uniting many clubs into one strong 
working club where .many studies 
can be undertaken, -and spoke of how 
many women were dropping member- 
ship in various clubs and concentrat- 
ing- their energies and means upon 
•one club and chosen and taken up 
ihe club tliat offered most social ad- 
vantages. 


She said at tiie close, that ":the 


spirit of organization is in the air.' 
The industrial world has been per-: 


raeated by its influence, and stands i 
today as an expression what has been 
acomplished by its means. 
The won- 


derful advancement in all lines of in- 
dustry and of the arts in tbe last 
century shows what organization and 
concentration have done for the eco- 
lomic world. 
"Can we," said she ,"not use the 


same principle to a like advantage 
In the social world? 
May we not 


expect similar results?"
